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CHICAGO  —  An  exhibit  of  experimental  paintings  by  Ricbard 
Baringer  opens  Wednesday ,  January  11,  at  S.R.  Crown  Hall  on  the 
campus  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology.   The  exhibit  will  be 
open  to  the  public,  free,  for  approximately  two  weeks. 

Baringer,  a  native  of  Elkhart,  Indiana,  studied  design  at  the 
Institute  of  Design  under  its  founder,  L.  Moholy-Nagy»  and  studied 
architecture  with  Walter  Gropius  at  Harvard „  He  was  an  assistant 
professor  at  the  Institute  of  Design  at  IIT  from  1955  to  1960  and 
he  is  there  currently  as  a  special  lecturer  in  visual  design. 

Almost  architectural,  his  paintings  use  space,  color  and 
light  in  a  complex  of  curved  structures  to  achieve  interaction 
with  the  viewer.  Baringer  says  that  in  his  paintings  "not  only  is 
space  implied  within  the  individual  picture,  but  the  large  curved 
form  occupies  space  and  defines  it;  to  be  seen,  the  structure  must 
be  experienced  continuously  as  the  viewer  moves  around  it.  As  the 
viewer's  position  changes,  changes  occur  in  colors  which  bring 
about  the  effect  of  movement  within  the  painting  itself." 

S.P.  Crown  Hall,  3360  S.  State  Street,  is  open  to  the  public 
from  8  a.m.  to  5  p.m.   Baringer's  paintings  are  on  exhibit  in  the 
lower  level  of  the  steel  and  glass  building,  which  was  designed 
by  Mies  van  der  Rohe.

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CHICAGO  —  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  has  received  $137,000 
in  two  federal  grants  for  laboratory  study  of  model  structures,  Dr. 
Martin  A.  Elliott,  IIT  vice  president  for  academic  affairs  announced 
today. 

A  $53,000  grant  from  the  Department  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare  will  be  used  to  establish  an  undergraduate  laboratory  for  the 
experimental  study  of  model  structures,  Dr.  Elliott  said.   The  second 
grant,  of  $84,000  by  the  National  Science  Foundation,  will  be  used 
for  a  two-year  study  of  the  elastic  stability  of  folded  plate  structures 
Both  studies  will  be  conducted  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Sidney  A. 
Guralnick,  associate  professor  of  civil  engineering  at  IIT,  he  said. 

In  explaining  the  projects,  Dr.  Guralnick  said  the  HEW  grant  will 
enable  investigators  to  study  the  effects  of  loads  induced  by  wind, 
earthquakes  and  gravity  on  model  structures  of  all  types.   In  the 
past,  he  said,  such  studies  were  usually  made  only  on  models  of  dams 
before  construction.   The  IIT  study  will  include  models  of  buildings, 
bridges  and  other  structures  which  have  become  so  complicated  that 
even  computers  cannot  answer  all  the  problems  of  finding  tolerable  loads.

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"Computers  fail  to  completely  answer  all  the  problems,"  Guralnick 
said,  "because  in  some  instances  we  lack  sufficient  information  to 
prepare  complete  computer  programs  for  some  very  complicated  problems . " 

In  the  NSF-sponsored  project,  investigators  will  study  loads 
which  cause  buckling  in  shell-like  structures  used  for  roofing  over 
large,  clear  open-spaces.   Called  folded  plate  structures,  they  are 
usually  made  of  concrete  but  can  be  made  of  any  appropriate  building 
material,  Guralnick  said.   The  laboratory  models,  for  example,  will  be 

made  of  alumnium. 

Investigators  will  study  the  effects  of  load— including  snow, 
hanging  loads  such  as  lighting  fixtures,  and  the  structure's  own 
dead  weight— to  find  the  maximum  tolerable  loads,  for  such  structures.

Attached  is  a  copy  of  a  news  release  announcing 
changes  in  tuition  and  board  and  room  charges  at  IIT 
which  have  recently  been  authorized  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees.     These  increases  will  become  effective  in 
September   1966. 

Also  attached,    for  your  information,    is  an  out- 
line reviewing  IIT's  growth  and  development  since   I960. 
While  a  share  of  the  cost  of  IIT's  continuing  development 
comes  from  increased  tuition  income,    the  greatest  portion 
is  being  supported  through  gifts  and  grants. 
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CHICAGO,  Jan.  7  --  Increase  in  tuition  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  from  a  present  figure  of  $1,400  to  $1,600  for  the  academic 
year  beginning  in  September  1966,  was  announced  today  by  Dr.  John  T. 
Rettaliata,  president  of  the  university.   The  new  figure  represents 
a  $100  increase  per  semester.   It  is  the  first  tuition  increase  made 
by  the  institution  in  two  years. 

New  rates  for  room  and  board  in  campus  dormitories  will  also 
become  effective  next  September.   Charges  per  semester  for  double  room 
accommodations  and  full  board  will  be  increased  from  a  present  figure 
of  $412.50  to  $450.00.   This  is  the  first  such  rate  change  made  by  IIT 
since  the  fall  of  1963.   It  reflects  increased  costs  of  maintenance, 
services,  and  supplies. 

Added  income  from  tuition  will  be  applied  entirely  to  increases 
in  the  instructional  budget  of  the  university.   During  the  past  two 
years,  IIT's  academic  budget  has  grown  from  approximately  $11  million 
to  nearly  $14  million,  Rettaliata  said.   While  much  of  IIT's  program 
development  is  being  made  possible  through  gifts  and  grants,  a  share 
of  the  increased  cost  of  private  education  must  be  supported  through 
tuition  charges,  he  said.   IIT  is  currently  engaged  in  a  program  of 
accelerated  development  in  faculty,  facilities,  educational  offerings,

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and  research  activities  for  which  $25  million  in  outside  support 
is  being  sought. 

Effort  will  be  made  to  provide  additional  financial  assistance 
to  qualified  students  who  need  it,  Rettaliata  said.   During  the  past 
five  years,  total  financial  aid  to  I IT  undergraduate  and  graduate 
students  from  all  sources  has  increased  from  $1,058,000  to  $1,947,000 
(84  per  cent)  . 

In  authorizing  the  new  tuition  rate,  the  I  IT  board  of  trustees 
specified  that  no  further  increase  shall  be  made  for  at  least  two 
years.

CHICAGO  —  Nineteen  cadets  from  the  U.  S.  Air  Force  ROTC  unit 
at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  inspected  the  NASA  Manned  Spacecraft 
Center  near  Houston,  Tex.,  during  the  recent  holiday  season. 

As  guests  of  -NASA,  the  technologically-oriented  cadets  examined 
the  pressure  suit  used  by  Scott  Carpenter  on  his  Aurora  7  flight, 
scale  models  and  full-size  mock-ups  of  various  spacecraft  and  actual 
Mecury  space  vehicles.   They  also  viewed  films  taken  during  the 
recent  Gemini  6  and  7  flights.   The  films  were  uncut,  and  some 
portions  had  not  yet  been  released  to  the  public. 

Of  particular  interest  to  the  cadets  was  a  full-scale  model  of 
a  lunar  excursion  module  designed  to  land  two  men  on  the  surface  of 
the  moon  during  Project  Apollo.   A  number  of  cadets  were  permitted 
to  go  aboard  and  examine  the  interior  of  the  module,  which,  together 
with  a  command  module  and  a  service  module  will  constitute  the  Apoilo 
spacecraft,  to  be  boosted  on  its  lunar  orbital  and  lunar  landing 
missions  by  the  Saturn  V  launch  vehicle.   The  launcher  and  spacecraft 
together  will  stand  about  360  ft.  high  and  weigh  about  six  million  pounds 
liftoff.

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After  the  astronauts  have  completed  their  lunar  explorations, 
they  will  leave  the  lunar  excursion  module  in  orbit  about  the  moon 
and  return  to  earth  in  the  "mother"  ship.   At  the  Manned  Spacecraft 
Center,  the  mock-up  of  the  excursion  module  is  situated  on  a  site 
constructed  to  resemble  as  closely  as  possible  the  surface  of  the  moon 

After  leaving  NASA  headquarters,  the  I it  cadets  flew  to  the 
Little  Rock  Air  Force  Base  in  Arkansas  before  returning  to  Chicago. 
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CHICAGO  --  Some  2,000  mathematicians  are  expected  to  attend  the 
National  Mathematics  Conference  January  24-29  in  Chicago. 

Consecutive  meetings  of  the  American  Mathematical  Society  and 
the  Mathematical  Association  of  America  will  be  held  at  the  Sherman 
House.   Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  and  the  University  of  Illinois 
Chicago  Circle  campus  are  joint  hosts  for  the  meetings.   Dr.  Haim 
Reingold,  chairman  of  IIT's  department  of  mathematics,  is  chairman  of 
the  arrangements  committee. 

"Most  conferees  will  be  from  universities  and  colleges,  with 
some  mathematicians  from  industry  and  government  agencies  also  taking 
part,"  Dr.  Reingold  explained. 

"These  meetings,"  he  said,  "will  bring  together  the  nation's 
foremost  advocates  of  the  so-called  "New  Math"  and  the  leading 
educators  opposed  to  this  development."

CHICAGO  --  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  has  been  awarded  a 
contract  by  the  Office  of  Education  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare  to  conduct  a  program  of  graduate  education  for 
high  school  guidance  counselors  in  the  Chicago  area,  IIT  announced 
today.   The  courses  will  be  particularly  aimed  at  improving  the  quality 
of  counseling  available  to  "culturally  disadvantaged"  students  in  the 

inner-city  schools. 

Called  an  NDEA  Counseling  and  Guidance  Institute,  and  authorized 
under  the  National  Defense  Education  Act,  the  eight-week  program  will 
run  from  June  27  to  August  19,  1966.   Persons  selected  to  take  part 
in  the  institute  will  be  those  currently  engaged  in,  or  about  to 
become  engaged  in  high  school  counseling.   They  will  receive  a  stipend 
during  the  period  of  the  institute  and  upon  successful  completion  will 
be  awarded  11  semester  hours  of  graduate  credit. 

Dr.  Robert  M.  Roth,  assistant  professor  of  psychology  at  IIT, 
will  be  director  of  the  institute.   In  discussing  the  over-all  purpose 
of  the  institute,  he  said:   "It  will  be  to  enable  secondary  school 
counselors  to  meet  state  and  City  of  Chicago  certification  requirements, 
to  improve  their  personal  qualifications  to  counsel  students  and  direct 
guidance  programs,  and  to  develop  proficiencies  in  the  counseling  and 
guidance  of  able  secondary  school  students.   The  focus  of  this  institute 
will  be  on  the  underprivileged  able  secondary  student." 
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CHICAGO,  Jan.  14  —  A  gift  of  $1,000,000  to  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology  by  the  university's  trustee  Robert  I.  Wishnick,  was 
announced  today  by  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  IIT  president.   Mr.  Wishnick 
founded  Witco  Chemical  Company,  Inc.,  New  York  City,  in  1920,  and 
served  as  chairman  of  the  board  until  1962.   He  presently  is  chairman 
of  the  executive  and  finance  committees. 

The  gift  is  in  support  of  the  institutional  development  program 
'for  which  IIT  is  currently  conducting  a  campaign  to  raise  $25,000,000. 
Maynard  P.  Venema,  chairman  of  the  board  of  Universal  Oil  Products 
Company  and  general  chairman  of  the  IIT  campaign,  stated  that  commitments 
to  the  campaign  now  total  in  excess  of  $11,500,000.   This  does  not 
include  a  Ford  Foundation  $5,000,000  challenge  grant  which  is  to  be 
matched  on  a  three-to-one  basis.   The  IIT  campaign  is  in  its  eighth 

month. 

Mr.  Wishnick  was  born  in  Koltchina,  Russia,  one  of  a  family  of 
eight  children  which  immigrated  to  America  when  he  was  four  years  old.

CHICAGO  —  A  series  of  evening  seminars  to  help  designers  use  the 
tools  of  the  future  is  on  the  drawing  boards  at  the  Institute  of 
Design,  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

Recent  advances  in  computer  applications  indicate  that  computers 
will  soon  be  available  to  aid  the  designer  in  his  work,  according  to 
Charles  L.  Owen,  I.D.  instructor  and  co-ordinator  of  the  projected 
seminar  program.   "The  new  versatility  of  the  computer  was  demonstrated 
recently,"  Owen  said,  "with  its  use  in  graphic  analysis."   In  the 
design  field,  Owen  says,  the  computer — through  the  use  of  a  television-like 
screen  in  place  of  a  drawing  board,  and  a  "light  pencil"  in  place  of 
the  lead  variety — in  the  near  future  will  enable  the  designer  to 
take  hours  of  tedious  trial  and  error  designing  off  his  work  and 
leave  him  the  pure  creative  accomplishments.   The  proposed  program  is 
intended  to  inform  the  designer  of  this  and  other  areas  of  future 
computer  assistance. 

Preliminary  planning  sets  the  seminar  series  in  April  or  May  with 
evening  lectures  to  enable  working  industrial  designers  to  attend. 
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CHICAGO  —  Princeton  astronomy  professor  Martin  Schwarzschild 
presented  assembled  mathematicians  with  unsolved  problems  tonight  during 
the  National  Mathematics  Conference  here. 

Dr.  Schwarzschild,  speaking  by  invitation  of  the  American  Mathematical 
Society,  lectured  on  "Stellar  Evolution."   He  was  the  39th  Josiah  W. 
Gibbs  lecturer,  following  such  scientists  as  Albert  Einstein  (in  1934), 
Vannevar  Bush  (in  1936),  and  John  von  Neumann  (in  1944). 

In  his  Gibbs  lecture,  Dr.  Schwarzschild  pointed  out  the  importance 
of  developing  mathematical  solutions  to  the  problem  of  energy  transfer  in 
order  to  find  the  age  of  star  clusters  in  our  galaxy.   He  told  the 
assembled  scientists  and  mathematicians  that  the  theory  of  the  transfer 
of  energy  from  the  interior  of  the  star  to  the  surface  of  the  star  can 
be  used  for  the  purpose  of  drawing  inferences  about  the  age  of  stars. 

The  AMS  established  the  honorary  lectureship  in  1923  with  the 
hope  that  these  annual  lectures  "will  enable  the  educated  public  more 
adequately  to  appreciate  the  contribution  that  mathematics  is  making 
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to  present-day  thinking  and  to  modern  civilization."  The  lectures  are 
of  a  semi-popular  nature  and  are  given  by  invitation.   They  are  devoted 
to  mathematics  or  its  applications. 

A  Eugene  Higgins  professor  of  astronomy  at  Princeton  University  since 
1950,  and  a  member  of  the  faculty  since  1947,  Dr.  Schwarzschild  is  both 
a  physicist  and  an  astronomical  observer.   He  heads  "Stratoscope"  an 
undertaking  in  high  altitude  astronomy  which  seeks  high-definition 
photographs  from  the  stratosphere  using  telescopes  mounted  on  balloons  to 
photograph  parts  of  the  solar  surface,  planets  and  other  galactic  bodies. 

The  son  of  an  astronomer,  Dr.  Schwarzschild  was  born  in  Germany  in 
1912.   He  received  his  Ph.D.  from  the  University  of  Goettingen  in  1935 
and  became  a  research  fellow  at  the  Harvard  College  Observatory  in  1937. 

During  World  War  II,  he  served  in  the  U.  S.  Army  and  was  awarded 
the  Legion  of  Merit  and  the  Bronze  Star  for  his  contributions  to  the  war 
effort.   He  served  under  General  Mark  Clark  in  Italy,  where  he  was  a 
specialist  in  bombing  surveys. 

Among  the  many  awards  and  honors  accorded  Schwarzschild  for  his  work 
are  the  Newcomb-Cleveland  Prize  of  the  American  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Science;  the  Henry  Draper  Medal  awarded  by  the  National 
Academy  of  Sciences  and  the  John  Simon  Guggenheim  Memorial  Foundation 
award,  given  in  1955  to  carry  out  studies  of  stellar  evolution. 

The  American  Mathematical  Society  and  the  Mathematical  Association 
of  America  are  meeting  in  Chicago  this  week  with  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  and  the  University  of  Illinois,  Chicago  circle  campus,  as  hosts. 
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CHICAGO,  Jan.  27  —  The  Mathematical  Association  of  America 
today  honored  Dr.  Harry  M.  Gehman  for  his  distinguished  service  to 
mathematics. 

Dr.  Gehman,  professor  of  mathematics  and  former  chairman  of  the 
department  of  mathematics  at  the  State  University  of  New  York  at  Buffalo, 
has  been  executive  director  and  treasurer  of  the  MAA  since  1960.   He 
accepted  the  award--the  seventh  given  by  the  association — during  the 
MAA's  annual  meeting  here. 

Active  in  many  phases  of  mathematics,  Dr.  Gehman  helped  write 
curriculum  materials  for  the  School  Mathematics  Study  Group  and  represented 
the  MAA  in  the  division  of  mathematics  of  the  National  Research  Council, 
serving  first  on  the  policy  committee  for  mathematics  and  then  on  the 
conference  board  of  the  mathematical  sciences. 

He  served  as  head  of  the  department  of  mathematics  at  the  then 
University  of  Buffalo  from  1929  to  1962.   At  one  time  during  this  period 
(in  1945)  he  went  to  England,  literally  at  a  moment's  notice,  to  head  the 
department  of  mathematics  of  the  Shrivenham  University,  United  States  Army. 
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A  graduate  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  Gehman  earned  his 
Ph.D.  in  1925.   Before  joining  the  University  of  Buffalo  faculty  in 
1929,  he  taught  at  Yale  University  for  three  years  and  was  a  National 
Research  Council  fellow  with  R.  L.  Moore  at  the  University  of  Texas.

Leading  advocates  and  opponents  of  the  curriculum  development 
have  agreed  to  discuss  the  subject  and  its  implications  with  the 
press  on  Thursday,  January  27,  1966  at  p.m.  in  the 

Press  Room  on  the  Mezzanine  floor  of  the  hotel . 

The  six  mathematicians  represent  a  broad  spectrum--inciudmg 
college  curriculum  development  and  the  effects  of  new  math  on 
applied  mathemat ics .   Professors  Edwin  Moise  (of  the  Harvard 
Graduate  School  of  Education)  and  Morris  Kline  (of  the  Mathematics 
Department,  New  York  University)  respectively  lead  the  'pro" 
and  "con"  factions.

CHICAGO  —  The  establishment  of  the  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology  Center  for  Proxemics  Research  was  announced 
today  by  Dr.  Hans  0.  Mauksch,  IIT  dean  of  the  college  of 
liberal  arts. 

Mauksch  named  Dr.  Edward  T.  Hall,  IIT  professor  of  anthro- 
pology, to  head  the  center. 

A  cultural  anthropologist,  Hall  coined  the  word  "proxemics" 
for  the  scientific  study  of  the  use  of  space  as  a  means  of 
communication  through  spatial  relationships  between  individuals 
and  between  individuals  and  their  surrroundings . 

In  the  IIT  Center  for  Proxemics  Research,  Hall  has  been 
concentrating  on  studying  ethnic  groups  which  form  the  U.S.  urban 
population, and  plans  to  develop  cooperative  research  with  the  IIT 
Institute  of  Design  and  the  university's  architecture  department 
so  that  both  products  and  buildings  can  be  made  more  satisfactory 
for  their  users.   He  also  hopes  to  do  cooperative  research  with 
IIT  psychologists  to  find  how  man  uses  his  senses  in  relation 
to  other  people. 
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Hall  Is  the  author  of  "The  Silent  Language"  which  deals 
with  intercultural  communication.   His  second  book,  "The 
Hidden  Dimension"  is  about  proxemics  and  will  be  published 
Feb.  25th  by  Doubleday.

CHICAGO  —  A  student  loan  fund  has  been  established  at 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  by  an  initial  grant  in  an 
undisclosed  amount  from  the  Bliss  &  Laughlin  Foundation  in 
honor  of  Mr.  Louis  S.  Hardin,  IIT  President  John  T.  Rettaliata 
announced  today. 

The  Louis  S.  Hardin  Fund  has  been  established  by  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  foundation  on  the  occasion  of  the 
retirement  of  Mr.  Hardin  from  active  participation  in  the 
affairs  of  Bliss  &  Laughlin  Industries,  a  company  which  he 
has  served  for  many  years  as  general  counsel,  director  and 
member  of  the  executive  committee.   Mr.  Hardin  has  been  a 
trustee  of  IIT  since  1939. 

In  thanking  Mr.  F.  J.  Robbins,  president  of  Bliss  & 
Laughlin,  for  setting  up  the  fund,  Dr.  Rettaliata  noted  that 
financial  aid  to  students  is  a  major  problem  today,  and  that 
loans  are  becoming  an  increasingly  important  factor  in  fi- 
nancing an  education. 

Mr.  Hardin  is  a  native  of  Charleston,  111.   In  1917  he 
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received  a  bachelor  of  arts  degree  from  Yale,  and  in  1921  a 
doctor  of  jurisprudence  degree  from  the  University  of 
Chicago  Law  School.   He  has  since  practiced  law  in  Chicago, 
becoming  a  partner  in  the  firm  now  known  as  Schiff  Hardin 
Waite  Dorschel  &  Britton. 

As  a  member  of  the  IIT  board  of  trustees  Mr.  Hardin 
serves  on  the  committee  on  education,  the  executive  committee 
of  the  IIT  development  campaign,  and  the  IIT  executive  com- 
mittee, as  well  as  being  an  ex  officio  member  of  the  executive 
committee  of  IIT  Research  Institute. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  American,  Illinois,  and  Chicago 
Bar  associations  as  well  as  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Alpha  Delta 
Phi,  and  the  Order  of  the  Coif. 
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CHICAGO  --  A  new  selection  of  fifty  paintings  from  the 
United  States  Air  Force  Documentary  Art  Collection  will  be  on 
display  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  from  Feb.  10  through 
Feb.  18.

CHICAGO  --  A  grant  of  $56,896  to  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
by  the  Esso  Education  Foundation  for  a  study  of  the  effect  of  group 
counselling  in  improving  the  academic  performance  of  underachieving 
college  students  was  announced  today  by  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata, 
president  of  IIT. 

According  to  Dr.  Hans  O.  Mauksch,  dean  of  the  IIT  college  of 
liberal  arts,  the  program  will  be  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Robert 
M.  Roth,  assistant  professor  of  psychology  at  IIT.   It  will  explore 
habits  and  psychological  and  behavioral  factors  which  cause  students 
to  achieve  less  than  their  full  potential  as  indicated  by  their 
demonstrated  ability  and  intellectual  capacities. 

The  students  will  meet  in  small  groups,  under  professional 
guidance,  to  examine  their  past  behavior  and  the  areas  in  which  they 
need  to  acquire  skills  and  attitudes.   A  pilot  program  along  the 
lines  of  this  project  has  already  been  in  progress  at  IIT  for  two 
and  one-half  years,  and  has  met  with  remarkable  success  in  improving 
the  academic  performance  of  underachieving  students. 

In  discussing  the  program,  Dr.  Roth  said:  "In  all  institutions 
of  advanced  learning,  a  considerable  number  of  students  fail  to 
achieve  their  academic  goals.   A  large  number  of  these  students  have 
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demonstrated  considerable  ability  and  intellectual  potential.   They 
may  fail  because  of  their  inability  to  conform  either  to  the  pace 
or  the  structure  of  the  academic  experience,  or  because  of  the 
interference  of  personal  factors  with  the  learning  process.   The 
private  university  in  particular  has  an  obligation  to  the  student 
to  explore  and  attack  those  obstacles  to  achievement  which  can  be 
remedied  and  which  could,  on  the  one  hand,  enable  the  student  to 
grow  personally  and  academically  and,  on  the  other  hand,  increase 
the  scientific  manpower  in  our  society." 

The  grant  to  IIT  was  made  under  the  Esso  Education  Foundation's 
special  program  known  as  SPUR  -  support  for  promoting  the  utiliza- 
tion of  resources  -  which  is  designed  to  help  expand  and  improve  the 
utilization  of  existing  education  resources,  including  all  the  areas 
of  higher  education  such  as  instruction,  administration  and  use  of 
land  and  physical  facilities.   The  Foundation  is  supported  by 
Standard  Oil  Company  (New  Jersey)  and  several  of  its  affiliates, 
including  Humble  Oil  and  Refining  Company,  Esso  Research  and 
Engineering  Company,  Esso  Production  Research  Company  and  Humble 
Pipe  Line  Company.

CHICAGO  —  Students  of  the  Institute  of  Design  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  have  designed  and  built  a  chassis  for  a 
three-wheeled,  two-passenger  automobile  just  big  enough  for  the 
surburban  housewife  to  use  for  shopping  and  similar  errands. 
The  prototype  chassis  will  be  awarded  Monday,  Feb.  28,  to  the 
winner  of  a  nationwide  contest  sponsored  by  Popular  Mechanics 
Magazine  for  the  best  design  of  a  body  to  fit  the  chassis. 

The  winning  design,  that  of  an  eight-foot  long,  two-foot 
wide  car  planned  for  maximum  efficiency  and  economy  on  today's 
congested  streets,  highways  and  parking  areas,  was  submitted 
by  Norman  K.  Niemi,  a  34  year  old  instructor  at  the  University 
of  Cincinnati.   The  name  of  the  winner  was  announced  today  by 
the  magazine. 

Mr.  Niemi  actually  designed  three  versions  of  his  ' Suburba- 
Car" :  a  sports  model,  with  a  two-seat  pod  and  a  platform  at 
the  rear  for  groceries  and  packages,  a  commuter  model,  that 
takes  the  form  of  a  tiny  station  wagon  and  a  utility  version, 
with  an  open  pickup  bed  at  the  rear.   The  car,  he  feels,  can  be 
mass  produced  to  sell  for  under  $1000. 

The  need  for  a  sensible  car  for  surburban  use  was  pointed 
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out  in  an  article  in  the  magazine  in  November,  written  by  Jay 
Doblin,  a  professor  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology.   in 
the  article,  entitled  "The  Missing  Link  in  Transportation; 
Professor  Doblin  pointed  out  that  despite  the  ever- decreasing 
space  for  cars,  Detroit's  models  grow  longer  and  wider,   while 
admitting  the  need  for  a  large  family  sedan,  he  noted  that  a 
large  car  was  frequently  used  for  purposes  where  a  one  or  two- 
passenger  car  could  serve  better.   Moving  a  regular-size  car  into 
crowded  traffic  just  to  carry  one  person,  he  said,  is  nonsense. 

Mr.  Niemi's  design  won  over  close  to  1300  other  entries 
from  contestants  from  all  50  states  and  all  parts  of  the  world. 
The  contest  was  announced  in  the  November  issue  of  Popular 
Mechanics  and  details  of  the  winning  entry  are  being  published 
in  the  March  and  April  issues  of  the  magazine. 

Judges  in  the  competition  were  William  l.  Mitchell,  vice- 
president,  styling  staff,  General  Motors  Corporation;  Gene 
Borniat,  vice-president  and  director  of  styling,  Ford  Motor 
Company;  Franklyn  Jacoby,  design  consultant  to  Popular  Mechanics; 
and  Wayne  C.  Leckey,  the  magazine's  managing  editor  of  shops 
and  crafts. 

Mr.  Niemi,  a  native  of  Wakefield,  Michigan,  teaches  Graphics, 
Construction  and  Materials,  and  Furniture  Design  and  Construction 
at  the  College  of  Design,  Architecture  and  Art  at  the  University 
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of  Cincinnati.   The  original  chassis  is  being  awarded  to  Mr.  Nierai 
for  having  taken  top  honors  in  the  contest.   Mr.  Niemi  is  taking 
the  chassis  from  Chicago  to  Cincinnati,  where  he  intends  to  build 
the  body  he  designed  on  it.

CHICAGO  --  Professor  the  Rt .  Hon.  the  Lord  Wynne-Jones  of 
Abergele,  head  of  the  school  of  chemistry  at  the  University  of 
Newcastle  -  upon  -  Tyne,  England,  will  deliver  the  second  annual 
series  of  Kilpatrick  Lectures  on  chemistry  at  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  beginning  March  21,  1966.   The  lectures  are  given 
in  honor  of  Martin  Kilpatrick,  chairman  of  the  department  of 
chemistry  at  I IT  from  1947  to  1960.

After  graduating  from  the  University  College 
of  Wales,  he  carried  out  research  at  Balliol  College,  Oxford, 
and  was  lecturer  in  chemistry  at  the  University  of  Bristol  and 
at  the  University  of  Reading,  and  a  research  fellow  at  the 
University  of  Copenhagen  and  at  Princeton  University.   In  1938 
he  became  professor  of  chemistry  at  the  University  of  St.  Andrews, 
Scotland.

During  World  War  II,  Lord  Wynne-Jones  was  head  of  the 
chemistry  division  of  the  Royal  Aircraft  Establishment.   In 
1947  he  became  professor  of  physical  chemistry  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  and  became  head  of  the  uni- 
versity's chemistry  department  in  1956.   In  1965  he  was 
appointed  Pro  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  university.   He  was 
created  a  life  peer  in  1964  in  recognition  of  his  distinguished 
services  to  science  and  education.

CHICAGO  —  Dr.  Joseph  S.  Chung,  assistant  professor  of 
economics  in  the  department  of  business  and  economics  at 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  has  been  awarded  a  Fulbright 
exchange  professorship  at  the  Seoul  National  University,  Seoul, 
Korea .

The  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  wrestling  club,  under  the 
direction  of  coach  Tony  Barbaro,  wound  up  their  season  last  Thurs- 
day with  a  spine-tingling  19-14  victory  over  the  University  of 
Chicago.   Dick  Rosicky,  heavyweight  big  gun  for  IIT,   pinned  his  man 
in  a  minute  and  30  seconds  to  break  a  14-14  tie  score  and  secure  the 
triumph. 

After  a  loss  in  the  123-lb.  class,  Doug  Stuart  defeated  his 
heavily-muscled  130-lb.  class  opponent  on  points  to  tie  the  score 
3-3.   Outstanding  freshman  Tom  Sourlis  took  position  on  the  mat  in 
the  137-lb.  division,  looking  for  his  7th  pin.   His  Chicago  partner 
was  extremely  stong  for  his  weight,  and  although  Sourlis  was  stronger 
and  exhibited  better  body  balance,  he  was  not  able  to  get  the  pin; 
he  had  to  settle  for  a  14-6  decision. 

I IT's  next  score  came  in  the  152-lb.  bracket  where  sophomore 
Tom  Kincaid  knocked  off  his  man  for  his  sixth  win  of  the  season. 
The  best  performance  of  the  afternoon,  however,  was  given  by  sophomore 
speedster  George  Derby  at  160  lbs  who  pinned  his  man  in  7; 35  to  grab 
his  eighth  win  without  a  loss  or  a  draw. 

After  losing  both  the  167  and  177  bouts,  Rosicky  came  on 
strongly  to  save  the  day  for  IIT.   His  opponent,  no  match  for  IIT's 
250  lb.  bull,  was  squashed  in  the  first  period.   Rosicky  has  made 
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ADD  1  -  Wrestling  and  Bowling 

quite  a  name  for  himself  in  the  last  five  meets;  he  has  defeated 
all  of  the  last  five  by  falls  and  four  of  the  five  have  been  with 
the  same  move  --  the  side  roll. 

Surmounting  the  list  of  achievements  by  this  season's  squad 
are  the  undefeated,  untied  records  of  Tom  Sourlis  and  George  Derby. 
Both,  with  eight  wins  apiece,  have  outstanding  wrestling  qualities; 
Sourlis  is  extremely  strong  and  keeps  his  opponents  in  poor 
wrestling  positions.   Derby  is  remarkably  fast  and  bright. 

Kincaid  and  Rosicky,  who  turned  in  6-2-0  records  for  the  season 
have  also  shown  tremendous  ability.   Kincaid's  winning  qualities  are 
his  deceptive  quickness  and  his  over-powering  strength.   Rosicky  has 
become  a  much  improved  grappler  since  last  year  by  learning  to  use 
his  weight  effectively,  and  almost  overnight  has  proven  himself 
unbeatable . 

Doug  Stuart,  after  two  seasons  of  physical  mishaps,  has  finally 
managed  to  complete  a  full  season,  and  did  an  excellent  job  in  the 
130-lb.  class.   Chalking  up  a  6-1-1  record,  he  was  the  only  junior 
on  the  team. 

Completing  the  roster  for  this  year's  squad  were  Wayne 
Huddleston  in  the  123-lb  class,  Ron  Portlaski  (167-lb.  class),  and 
Larry  Stagney  (177  lbs.),  all  freshmen.   Stagney,  who  finished  up  the 
last  five  meets  for  the  team,  normally  wrestled  in  the  167-lb  class, 
and  a  lot  of  credit  must  go  to  him  for  his  work  in  the  higher 
competition  class. 

This  year's  6-2  record  is  a  noted  improvement  over  last  year's 
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4-4  mark;  however,  even  more  encouraging  is  next  season's  outlook. 
Derby,  Kincaid,  and  Rosicky  are  sophomores,  Stuart  a  junior,  and 
the  rest  are  freshmen.   Much  of  this  year's  success  must  be  attributed 
to  coach  Tony  Barbaro,  whose  enthusiasm  for  the  sport  has  undoubtedly 
affected  this  club. 

In  a  meeting  held  after  the  last  meet,  Sonny  Weissman  announced 
letter  awards  for  wrestling:   Major  awards  went  to  Doug  Stuart,  his 
first,  Tom  Sourlis,  his  first,  John  Bush,  his  fourth,  Tom  Kincaid, 
his  second,  George  Derby,  his  second,  and  Dick  Rosicky,  his  first; 
minor  awards  were  presented  to  Wayne  Huddleston,  his  first,  Larry 
Stagney,  his  first,  and  Ron  Portlaski,  his  first.   George  Derby 
was  unanimously  elected  captain  of  next  year's  matmen  group.  Derby 
was  co-captain  of  this  year's  team.

Senior  Ken  Larson, 
who  delivers  a  mean  side-arm  fastball,  is  the  other  righty.   Stu 
Mathewson,  a  southpaw,  should  be  a  strong  starter  after  last  year's 
experience.   Ciesla  and  Larson  both  had  ERA's  of  less  than  2.5.   Rick 
Klein,  a  freshman  candidate,  looks  very  promising  on  the  hill  as  well 
as  at  the  dish.   He  is  one  of  the  few  power  hitters  on  the  squad. 

Although  not  set,  the  infield  will  be  in  solid  shape  when  the 
season  starts.   Captain  Pat  Schnibel,  who  was  temporarily  shifted  to 
short-stop  last  year,  will  move  back  to  second  base  with  the  return  of 
co-op  student  Jim  Brown,  who  will  play  his  regular  position  at  short. 
1st  and  3rd  are  up  for  grabs  and  the  competition  is  expected  to  be 
pretty  hot;  however,  two  freshmen  have  shown  a  lot  of  potential  in 
these  areas.

CHICAGO  —  The  teen-age  practice  of  using  the  telephone  to 
solve  school  problems  will  be  up-dated  to  the  space  age  when  a 
tie-up  between  a  computer  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
and  approximately  fifty  Chicago-area  high  schools  is  completed. 

Illinois  Bell  Telephone  Company  is  planning  to  connect  the 
high  schools  with  the  I IT  Computation  Center  by  means  of  tele- 
typewriter units  to  be  installed  in  the  schools.   These  units, 
which  are  tentatively  scheduled  to  be  in  operation  by  October, 
1966,  will  convert  IITRAN,  a  student-oriented  computer  language 
developed  by  IIT,  into  impulses  which  are  carried  over  the  Bell 
system  to  the  giant  IBM  360  computer  at  the  university.   The 
computer  will  be  able  to  accommodate  several  hundred  remote  tele- 
typewriter units. 

The  program  is  an  outgrowth  of  computer  courses  for  high 
school  students  and  teachers  which  have  been  conducted  at  IIT 
for  the  last  three  years.   Dr.  Peter  G.  Lykos,  director  of  the 
IIT  Computation  Center,  notes  that  some  five  thousand  students 
and  500  teachers  from  200  high  schools  in  the  Chicago  area  have 
completed  the  courses  in  computer  technology  given  in  special

Saturday  sessions  at  the  center. 

Graduates  of  the  courses  have  formed  computer  clubs  in  their 
schools  and  use  their  new-found  knowledge  to  prepare  problems  for 
the  computer  in  science,  math,  business,  economics  and  many  other 
fields.   Teletypes  will  be  installed  in  the  schools'  information 
or  library  resource  centers  and  manuals  will  be  made  available  to 
allow  interested  students  to  pursue  various  aspects  of  computer 
science  on  their  own  or  as  part  of  the  computer  clubs'  activities 
The  schools  will  depend  on  the  IIT  Saturday  program  staff  for 
back-up . 

Dr.  Lykos  stated  that  in  schools  which  have  teachers  with 
some  computer  programming  experience,  such  as  the  IIT  teachers 
computer  workshop  provides,  the  computer  can  be  used  as  a 
support  tool  to  enrich  the  existing  curriculum.  Many  textbooks 
and  workbooks,  he  said,  are  now  available  which  give  familiar 
but  appropriate  problems  in  mathematics,  the  physical  sciences, 
the  biological  sciences  and  business  and  economics. 

"In  some  schools,"  Lykos  said,  "the  teachers  have  had 
sufficient  training  and  experience  so  that  they  will  be  able  to 
develop  a  one-semester  or  even  a  two-semester  course  in  computer 
science,  which  would  consist  of  an  introduction  to  the  computer, 
an  introduction  to  programming,  and  an  introduction  to  some 
important  numerical  mathematical  methods." 

"To  go  beyond  the  'introduction  to  computer  programming'," 
he  continued,  "requires  course  and  curriculum  development.  This 
is  in  rather  a  primitive  state,  but  there  are  a  number  of  places

where  cooperative  ventures  are  being  initiated  between  high  schools 
and  universities,  such  as  that  between  IIT  and  several  high  schools 
in  the  Chicago  area.   In  addition,  universities  such  as  IIT  are 
developing  undergraduate  and  graduate  programs  in  computer  and  in- 
formation science  and  courses  are  now  available.   Also,  a  number  of 
high  schools,  as  well  as  junior  colleges,  have  adult  education  pro- 
grams underway  and  the  computer  can  be  used  for  programming  and  data 
processing  courses.   There  is  a  large  and  growing  need  for  this  kind 
of  program.   Computer  professionals  can  be  retained  as  part-time 
instructors . " 

Lykos  pointed  out  that  one  important  aspect  of  computer  pro- 
gramming instruction  and  computer-based  problems  is  the  elimination 
of  that  bane  of  the  teacher's  existence,  homework  grading.   He  pre- 
dicted that  teachers  will  come  to  use  a  conveniently  available 
computer  routinely  for  maintaining  class  records  and  computing 
grades . 

Using  the  Illinois  Bell-IIT  hook-up,  punched  paper  tape  con- 
taining all  of  the  programs  and  data  for  the  day  can  be  started  into 
the  school's  teletype  reader  at  the  end  of  the  school  day  and  left 
unattended.   During  the  night  the  teletype  will  be  interrogated  by 
the  IIT  computer  over  the  phone  line,  the  work  completed  and  the 
results  transmitted  back,  automatically.   Student  records  as  well 
as  student  programs  can  be  handled  this  way. 

As  an  example  of  the  minimum  expense  involved  in  establishing 
instant  communication  between  a  high  school  and  a  major  computer 
center  such  as  that  at  IIT,  Lykos  stated  that  the  use  of  an  Illinois 
Bell  teletype  unit  will  cost  the  Chicago-area  schools  about  $150.00 
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a  month  for  each  installation.  Processing  a  simple  student  problem 
costs  about  six  cents  in  computer  time,  which, for  example, is  much 
less  than  the  cost  of  circulating  a  book  from  a  large  city  library 

Lykos  believes  that  the  IIT  teacher  computer  workshop  series, 
a  six-Saturday  program  during  the  academic  year  or  a  two-week  in- 
stitute during  the  summer,  is  usually  sufficient  to  familiarize 
the  teacher  with  the  workings  of  a  computation  center  and  the 
basics  of  computer  programming. 

"There  is  no  more  effective  way,"  Lykos  said,  "to  dispel  the 
aura  of  mystery  about  the  computer  than  to  have  actual  computer 
experience  by  school  administrators,  teachers,  and  students."

CHICAGO  —  The  use  of  X-rays,  sound  waves,  eddy  currents, 
magnetics  and  penetrants  to  detect  invisible  flaws  in  metal  and 
plastic  parts  will  be  among  the  processes  studied  at  the  first 
workshop  on  nondestructive  testing  in  the  Chicago  area  to  be  held 
July  11-22  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,, 

The  course  is  being  sponsored  by  the  IIT  department  of  metallurgical 
engineering  and  is  planned  to  be  of  specific  interest  to  engineers, 
metallurgists,  physicists,  management  engineers  and  others  interested 
in  nondestructive  testing  methods  and  techniques. 

The  two-week  workshop  will  be  conducted  by  Dr.  Warren  J. 
McGonnagle,  head  of  the  nondestructive  testing  section  of  IIT 
Research  Institute  and  Harry  D.  Richardson,  director  of  the  nuclear 
science  center  at  Louisiana  State  University. 

Besides  X-ray, ultrasonic  testing,  eddy  currents  and  magnetics 
the  course  will  deal  with  the  use  of  liquid-penetrants,  f iltered-particles, 
radioisotope  sources  of  penetrating  radiation  and  other  methods  of 
finding  flaws  in  metal  and  plastic  parts  without  destroying  the 
components,  McGonnagle  explained.   He  said  the  workshop  was  planned 
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to  help  meet  the  demand  for  education  and  training  in  nondestructive 
testing  to  improve  the  quality  of  products.

He  traces  the  roots  of  happenings  to  the  Bauhaus  and  the  Dadaists, 

and  "to  numerous  individual  artists  like  Dali,  Duchamp,  Schwitters,

CHICAGO  —  An  address  by  Gen.  Maxwell  D.  Taylor,  special  advisor 
to  President  Johnson  and  former  ambassador  to  South  Viet  Nam,  will  be 
a  highlight  of  the  twenty-eighth  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Power 
Conference,  to  be  held  April  26-28,  1966  at  the  Sherman  House  in  Chicago 
Gen.  Taylor  will  speak  at  the  All  Engineers  Dinner  on  April  27,  in  the 
Grand  Ballroom  of  the  hotel. 

Sponsored  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  in  cooperation 
with  sixteen  other  universities  and  ten  engineering  societies,  the 
meeting  will  be  attended  by  some  3000  executives,  engineers,  scientists 
and  educators  interested  in  the  generation,  transmission,  distribution 
and  utilization  of  electric  power,  according  to  Dr.  R„  A.  Budenholzer, 
director  of  the  conference.

A  feature  of  unusual  general  interest  will  be  an  evening  forum 
on  Tuesday,  April  26,  in  which  recovery  from  major  system  disruptions 
will  be  the  topic  of  discussion.

His  gift  will  be  used  to  provide  added  endowment  in  support  of  the 
programs  of  I IT's  department  of  business  and  economics. 

The  $25,000,000  is  being  sought  through  personal  solicitation  on 
a  nationwide  basis  and  is  intended  for  the  achievement  of  the  institution's 
most  urgent  requirements  in  its  long-range  development  program .   These 
include  faculty  additions  and  salary  increases,  undergraduate  scholarships 
and  graduate  fellowships,  equipment  and  other  program  resources,  and 
six  new  buildings,  including  a  $825,000  dormitory  and  food  services 
addition  now  completed;  a  $3,200,000  Life  Sciences  Building  now  under 
construction;  a  $2,000,000  gymnasium  and  swimming  pool  (Arthur  Keating 
Hall)  for  which  ground  will  be  broken  this  spring;  and  a  $2,800,000

$5,500,000  planned  for  the  near  future. 

The  $12.5  million  committed  thus  far  does  not  include  grants  from 
government  agencies  or  funds  from  the  Ford  Foundation  challenge  grant. 
The  first  $15,000,000  raised  in  the  drive  will  be  matched  by  the  Ford 
Foundation  on  the  basis  of  one  Ford  Foundation  dollar  for  every  three 
dollars  secured  by  I IT  from  other  private  sources.   The  Ford  Foundation 
awarded  the  $5,000,000  challenge  grant  to  IIT  in  September,  1964, 
"to  add  to  the  number  of  the  nation's  first-rate  centers  of  science 
and  technology."

He  taught  finance  at  the 
Wharton  School  of  Finance  and  Commerce  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
and  later  became  head  of  the  Department  of  Economics  and  Sociology 
at  the  University  of  South  Dakota  and  then  at  the  University  of  Arkansas, 
After  five  years  at  Iowa  State  College  as  professor  of  agricultural 
economics  and  chief  of  the  Economics  Section  of  Iowa  Experiment  Station, 
he  joined  the  staff  of  the  Institute  of  Economics  in  Washington  at  its 
founding  in  1922  and  became  its  director  in  1929,   After  the  Institute's 
merger  into  the  Brookings  Institution,  Mr,  Nourse  served  as  vice-president 
of  Brookings  until  his  resignation  to  accept  the  post  of  first  chairman 
of  the  Council  of  Economic  Advisers  in  the  Executive  Office  of  the

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CHICAGO  — ■  An  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  microbiologist  has 
been  awarded  approximately  $60,000  for  a  three-year  study  of  the 
molecular  structure  of  the  toxin  which  causes  botulism,  the  deadliest 
form  of  food  poisoning  known. 

Dr.  Hans  O.  Mauksch,  dean  of  IIT's  college  of  liberal  arts, 
today  announced  the  grant  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare.   Dr.  Nicholas  Grecz,  associate  professor  of  microbiology, 
will  conduct  research  on  the  molecular  structure  of  heat-stable 
botulinum  toxin,  which  is  difficult  to  destroy  by  heat  when  it  is  in 
the  dormant  spore,  a  seed-like  structure  produced  by  this  organism. 
Normally,  however,  botulinum  toxin  is  comparatively  easy  to  destroy 
by  heat  in  the  actively  growing  bacteria  or  in  infected  food. 

Although  the  danger  of  botulism  has  been  virtually  eliminated  in 
commercially  processed  foods  in  the  United  States,  Grecz  says,  there 
are  still  7  to  12  outbreaks  recorded  each  year.   The  prime  source  is 
home-canned  foods  which  have  not  been  sufficiently  heated.   He  said 
that  the  botulism  toxin  attacks  the  nervous  system  from  12  to  36 
hours  after  spoiled  food  has  been  eaten  and  kills  about  66%  of  those 
affected  through  respiratory  paralysis.

CHICAGO  —  A  contract  for  construction  of  Arthur  Keating  Hall, 
an  all  glass-and-steel  gymnasium  and  swimming  pool  for  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  has  been  awarded  to  A.  J.  Maggio  Company,  a 
Chicago  general  contracting  firm,  Raymond  J.  Spaeth,  IIT  vice  president 
and  treasurer,  announced  today. 

Construction,  which  will  cost  in  excess  of  $2,000,000  including 
extension  of  utility  lines,  will  begin  next  week  and  is  expected  to 
be  completed  by  August  1,  1967. 

The  new  building  was  made  possible  by  a  grant  of  $1,000,000 
from  Arthur  Keating,  The  Ekco  Foundation  and  The  Arthur  Keating 
Foundation.   Mr.  Keating  is  chairman  of  the  board  and  chief  executive 
officer  of  Ekco  Products  Company. 

According  to  its  architects,  Skidmore,  Owings  &  Merrill,  Arthur 
Keating  Hall  will  be  the  only  glass  gymnasium  in  the  world.   Its 
construction  above  ground  will  be  entirely  of  glass  and  steel.   The 
building  will  face  Michigan  Avenue  at  31st  Street,  replacing  a   temporary 
structure  used  by  IIT  for  its  physical  education  and  intramural 
programs  since  1947. 
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The  gymnasium  will  be  a  three-level  structure  with  two  of  its 
levels  below  ground;  including  an  olympic-size  swimming  pool,   Its 
72,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  will  include  a  basketball  court 
seating  2,000  spectators,  which  can  be  converted  into  a  convocation 
center;  indoor  facilities  for  handball,  squash,  basketball,  tennis 
and  all  aquatic  sports;  and  offices  and  classrooms  for  the  physical 
education  department .   Adjoining  the  gym  will  be  a  regulation  outdoor 
track  for  field  events  plus  a  regulation  baseball  diamond. 

Arthur  Keating  Hall  will  be  the  fifth  of  eight  new  buildings  to 
be  completed  in  the  course  of  IIT's  current  development  program.   A 
$825,000  dormitory  and  food  services  addition  has  been  built,  two 
additional  dormitories  costing  $1,500,000  and  a  $3,200,000  Life  Sciences 
Building  are  now  under  construction,  and  a  $2,800,000  Physics-Chemistry 
Building  and  two  Engineering  Buildings  totaling  $5,500,000  are  planned 
for  the  near  future.

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CHICAGO  —  The  appointment  of  Dr.  Paul  Gordon  as  chairman  of  the 
department  of  metallurgical  engineering  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  was  announced  today  by  Dr ,  Ralph  G*  Owens,  dean  of  the  I IT 
college  of  engineering  and  physical  sciences. 

Gordon,  a  recognized  authority  on  metallic  phase  transformations, 
first  joined  the  IIT  faculty  in  1954„   His  specialty,  he  explains, 
is  best  represented  technically  by  the  hardening  of  steel  through  the 
use  of  heat,  but  is  more  dramatically  illustrated  by  the  transformation 
which  can  be  induced  in  carbon  converting  it  from  ordinary  graphite — such 
as  that  used  in  pencils — into  diamonds . 

A  graduate  of  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  Gordon  received 
his  SCcD.  from  MIT  in  1949 ,   From  1942-47  he  served  there  as  a  group 
leader  on  the  Manhattan  Project,  which  produced  the  atomic  bomb„ 

Dr »  Gordon  is  a  member  of  a  number  of  professional  groups  and 
serves  on  the  national  program  council  and  the  national  transactions 
committees  of  the  American  Society  for  Metals  and  on  the  accreditation 
committee  of  the  Engineers  Council  for  Professional  Development .   He 
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is  also  a  member  of  Sigma  Xi  (honorary  scientific  society) ,  the 
American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science  and  the  Institute 
of  Metals,  London, 

He  has  published  numerous  technical  papers  in  various  areas  of 
metallurgy  and  was  awarded  the  Mathewson  Gold  Metal  of  the  American 
Institute  of  Mining  and  Metallurgical  Engineers  for  the  best  scientific 
paper  in  the  AIME  Metallurgical  Society  Transactions  in  1957,

Grand  Ballroom  of  the  Sherman  House, 

General  Taylor  served  in  China  and  Japan  before  World  War  II . 
During  the  war  he  was  chief  of  staff  and  artillery  commander  of  the 
82nd  Airborne  Division,  serving  in  the  Sicilian  and  Italian  campaigns. 
Later  he  commanded  the  101st  Airborne  Division  on  the  western  front . 
After  the  war  he  was  chief  of  staff  for  the  armed  forces  in  Europe  and 
commander  of  the  American  Military  Government  and  Army  forces  in  Berlin , 
He  commanded  the  8th  Army  in  Korea  in  1953,  U.S.  Army  forces  in  the 
Far  East  in  1954,  and  in  1955  was  United  States  and  United  Nations 
commander  in  the  Far  East.   From  1955  to  1959  he  was  chief  of  staff  of 
the  U.S,  Army;   President  Kennedy,  in  1961,  made  General  Taylor  military 
representative  of  the  President  of  the  United  States.   In  1962  he  became 
Chairman  of  the  Joint  Chiefs  of  Staff. 
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During  a  brief  retirement  from  1959  to  1961,  General  Taylor  wrote 
a  book  on  defense  policy,  "The  Uncertain  Trumpet,"  which  became  a  best 
seller.   Since  resigning  as  Ambassador  to  South  Viet  Nam,  General  Taylor 
has  served  President  Johnson  as  a  special  consultant  on  diplomatic  and 
military  problems.

CHICAGO  —  A  public  discussion  by  two  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology  professors  centering  around  the  topic  "South 
Vietnam,  Red  China  and  the  United  States-  wxll  take  place 
at  3  p.m.,  Wednesday,  April  27,  on  the  I IT  campus. 

The  discussion,  open  to  the  public  and  free  of  charge, 
will  be  held  in  the  Grover  M.  Hermann  Hall  auditorium, 
3241  s.  Federal  Street.   The  participants  will  be  Dr. 
Harry  Henig,  professor  of  economics;  and  Dr.  Maxwell 
Priaack,  assistant  professor  of  philosophy  and  chairman  of 
the  Hyde  Park  Committee  to  End  War  in  Vietnam. 

The  debate-discussion  will  be  sponsored  by  the  I IT 
Student  Association.   Fred  Polscheite,  an  association 
spokesman,  explained  the  format  as  a  discussion  rather  than 
an  actual  debate,  since  the  speakers  may  sometimes  agree  on 
issues,  but  disagree  on  the  reasons  for  taking  their  stands. 

A  question-and-answer  period  will  follow  the  formal 
discussion . 
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CHICAGO,  Apr.  26  —  The  fact  that,  though  the  cost  of  living 

has  more  than  doubled  since  1940,  the  cost  of  electric  energy  has 
decreased  from  2.1  cents  per  kilowat  hour  in  that  year  to  1.6  cents  in 
1965  was  pointed  out  today  in  an  address  by  Donald  F,  Kigar,  president 
of  the  Detroit  Edison  Company,  at  the  opening  session  of  the  28th  annual 
meeting  of  the  American  Power  Conference  in  the  Sherman  House, 

Kigar  also  noted  that  the  generation  of  electrical  energy  during 
the  last  fifty  years  has  grown  at  a  rate  two  and  one-half  times  as 
fast  as  the  gross  national  product.   The  average  annual  growth  rate  in 
electric  power  during  this   period  has  been  7.17  per  cent,  as  compared 
to  a  growth  rate  of  2,9  per  cent  for  total  energy  utilization,  which 
has  increased  at  about  the  same  rate  as  the  national  economy,  he  said. 

In  a  discussion  of  current  research  in  the  electrical  power 
industry,  Kigar  said  that  General  Dynamics  Corporation  is  engaged  in  a 
joint  study  with  the  Edison  Electric  Institute  of  the  development  of  a 
zinc-air  battery  system.   The  General  Atomic  Division  of  the  corporation 
expects  to  demonstrate  soon  a  30-kilowat-hour  self-containing  prototype 
battery  system  using  zinc  and  atmospheric  oxygen,  which  has  the 
advantage  of  low-cost  raw  materials  and  the  promise  of  achieving  a  high 
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energy  density  in  relation  to  weight „   Kigar  believes  that  such  a  battery 
will  find  initial  application  in  the  propulsion  of  electric  vehicles 
such  as  materials  handling  equipment  and  urban  delivery  trucks „ 

"In  time  it  could  create  a  very  large  off-peak  load  for  our 
industry  in  recharging  taxicabs  and  the  family  car,"  he  said.   "The 
environmental  benefit  (in  terms  of  air  pollution)  in  urban  centers  would 
be  immense . " 

Kigar  indicated  that  a  study  of  air  pollution  by  sulphur  oxides 
produced  at  coal-burning  electric  generating  stations  is  being  undertaken 
in  a  project  jointly  sponsored  by  the  Electric  Research  Council  and 
the  National  Coal  Association,, 

Under  this  program,  Kigar  said,  the  Hazelton  Laboratories ,  at 
Falls  Church  Virginia,  will  conduct  physiological  research  aimed  at 
establishing  realistic  limits  on  ground  concentration  of  sulphur  oxides. 
This  work  will  involve  long  term  studies  of  how  various  concentrations 
of  air  contaminants  affect  the  health  of  animals „ 

Nuclear  electric  power  is,  of  course,  the  major  field  of  research 
in  the  industry  today,  Kigar  said.   He  recalled  the  Atomic  Energy 
Commission  report  on  nuclear  power  given  to  the  late  President  John  F, 
Kennedy  a  few  years  ago,  which  predicted  5  million  kilowatts  by  1970. 

"Some  at  the  time  said  the  AEC  was  being  too  optimistic /' 
Kigar  said.   "Now  we  can  be  sure  of  at  least  10  million  kilowatts  by 
1970.   This  is  certainly  evidence  of  how  fast  the  industry  is  moving  and 
how  effective  the  related  research  and  development  is  proving  to  be," 
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He  looks  to  a  highly  significant  development  in  fast  breeder 
reactors.   Because  they  make  more  nuclear  fuel  than  they  consume,  they 
will  put  to  effective  use  the  vast  amount  of  depeleted  uranium  now 
in  stockpiles,  he  said. 

"The  Enrico  Fermi  Atomic  reactor  near  Monroe,  Michigan,  which 
is  the  largest  fast  breeder  in  the  world,  is  now  receiving  worldwide 
attention.   Great  Britain  and  the  Soviet  Union,  in  particular,  have 
plans  for  building  large  prototypes  in  the  near  future." 

"I  believe  that  this  is  one  area  of  nuclear  research  in  which  we 
must  move  quickly  in  the  United  States,"  Kigar  said. 
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CHICAGO,  Apr.  27  —  The  American  Power  Conference  today  awarded 
a  citation  for  distinguished  service  to  Edwin  Vennard,  vice  president 


and  managing  director  of  Edison  Electric  Institute,  trade  association 
of  the  nation's  investor-owned  electric  power  companies. 

The  award  was  presented  by  Dr.  John  T.  Rettaliata,  president  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  at  the  conference's  28th  annual 
meeting.   It  cited  Mr.  Vennard  "For  outstanding  achievement  as  an 
engineer,  economist,  executive  and  patriot;  for  extraordinary  courage 
and  vision  in  guiding  and  directing  the  progress  of  our  investor-owned 
electric  utility  industry;  for  exemplary  and  inspiring  leadership  in 
upholding  our  American  heritage  of  freedom;  and  for  his  wise  counsel, 
valued  guidance,  and  dedicated  service  to  the  American  Power  Conference." 

Vennard  is  a  native  of  New  Orleans  and  a  graduate  of  Tulane 
University  with  a  bachelor's  degree  in  mechanical  and  electrical 
engineering.   His  experience  in  the  electric  utility  business  has  brought 
him  in  close  touch  with  nearly  every  aspect  of  the  industry's 
operations — including  engineering,  sales,  rate  making,  advertising  and 
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public  relations.   In  1953,  he  became  president  of  Middle  West  Service 
Co.,  a  consulting  and  advisory  organization.   In  1956  he  joined  the 
Institute  as  managing  director. 

Vennard  is  author  of  "The  Electric  Power  Business,"  a   textbook 
used  by  utility  companies,  colleges  and  universities.   He  is  a  frequent 
speaker  before  school  and  civic  groups,  and  others  on  the  subject  of 
the  American  economic  system  and  freedom.

Huberta  and  Mr.  Armour  will  receive  honorary  doctorates  in  law 

Mother  Huberta,  a  native  Chicagoan,  was  educated  in  Chicago  schools 
and  entered  Our  Lady  of  Mercy  Novitiate  in  1922.   She  taught  in  Chicago 
elementary  and  secondary  schools  staffed  by  the  Sisters  of  Mercy  from 
1924  to  1944.   During  this  time  she  earned  a  B.S.  degree  from  St.  Xavier's 
College  and  an  M.S.  in  physics  from  the  University  of  Illinois. 
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In  1944  she  joined  the  faculty  of  St.  Xavier's  and  became  its  president 
in  1945,   In  1948  she  became  assistant  provincial  for  the  Province  of 
Chicago  and  was  a  leader  in  the  administration  that  undertook  the 
relocation  of  the  college-   In  1960  Mother  Huberta  became  Mother  Provincial 
of  the  Chicago  Province:   As  such  she  supervises  all  Sisters  of  Mercy 
teaching  at  St.  Xavier's  plus  the  558  nuns  teaching  in  the  elementary 
and  high  schools  of  the  province,   She  also  supervises  Mercy  Hospital ,  its 
nursing  school,  the  building  and  development  program  for  the  new  Mercy 
Hospital,  and  the  order's  hospitals  elsewhere  in  Illinois „  Iowa  and 
Michigan  plus  the  mission  which  the  province  has  established  in  Peru, 

Lester  Armour  has  been  a  member  of  the  I IT  board  of  trustees  since 
1921,  and  has  been  its  chairman  since  1961,   He  had  been  chairman  of 
the  board  and  chief  executive  officer  of  the  Chicago  National  Bank 
until  its  merger  with  the  Harris  Trust  and  Savings  Bank  in  1960,   From 
the  time  of  the  merger  until  his  retirement  in  1963,  Armour  was  vice 
chairman  of  Harris  Trust  and  Savings, 

A  graduate  of  Yale  University ,  Armour  has  held  many  corporate 
directorships  and  is  a  trustee  of  the  University  of  Chicago  Cancer  Research 
Foundation,  the  Lincoln  Academy  of  Illinois,  the  John  G,  Shedd  Aquarium 
Society,  a  member  of  Northwestern  University  Associates  and  the  Citizens 
board  of  the  University  of  Chicago^  and  a  director  of  the  Field  Museum. 
He  is  treasurer  of  the  Chicago  Educational  Television  Association  and  a 
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public  adviser  of  the  Midwest  Stock  Exchange,   Mr.  Armour's  grandfather, 
Philip  Danforth  Armour,  was  founder  of  Armour  and  Company  and  of  Armour 
Institute  of  Technology,  predecessor  of  I IT. 

Mies  van  der  Rohe,  who  once  directed  the  famous  Bauhaus  in  prewar 
Germany,  has  been  the  recipient  of  many  awards  for  his  contributions  to 
architecture:   One  of  the  great  innovators  in  his  profession,  he 
projected  designs  for  steel  and  glass  skyscrapers  as  early  as  1919,, 
and  for  a  concrete  office  building  in  1922,   Among  his  works  are  the 
20-story  apartment  building  at  860  Lake  Shore  Drive,  Chicago;  the  Chicago 
Federal  Center,  and  the  Seagram's  Building  in  New  York,   Some  of  his 
earlier  buildings  included  the  German  Building  at  the  International 
Exposition  in  Barcelona,  Spain,  in  1920;  the  Tugendhat  House  in  Brno, 
Czechoslovakia,  and  a  skyscraper  on  Friedrichstrasse  in  Berlin, 

Mies  laid  out  the  original  master  plan  for  the  IIT  campus  and 
designed  a  number  of  its  buildings   including  Crown  Hall,,  which  houses  the 
departments  of  architecture  and  city  and  regional  planning  as  well  as 
the  Institute  of  Design   He  has  called  Crown  Hall  the  best  of  all  his 
works 

Mies  holds  honorary  degrees  from  North  Carolina  State  College  and 

the  University  of  Illinois,

CHICAGO  —  The  director  of  the  computation  center  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  Dr.  Peter  G.  Lykos,  has  been  elected  chairman 
of  the  Chicago  section  of  the  Association  for  Computing  Machinery  (ACM) . 

Dr.  Lykos,  professor  of  chemistry  at  IIT  as  well  as  computation 
center  director,  was  instrumental  in  the  formation  of  computer  courses 
for  high  school  students  and  teachers  which  have  been  conducted  at  IIT 
for  the  last  three  years.   He  has  also  been  involved  with  the  formation 
of  IITRAN,  a  student-oriented  computer  language,  and  has  developed 
undergraduate  and  graduate  programs  at  IIT  in  information  science. 

ACM,  Lykos  explains,  is  a  professional  society,  founded  in  1947, 
of  persons  engaged  in  computer  work.   It  recently  completed  a  two-year 
study  which  outlines  a  projected  four-year  university  program  leading 
to  a  B.S.  degree  in  computer  science. 

With  90  chapters  throughout  the  country,  Lykos  said,  ACM  has  15 
thousand  members  who  work  in  every  sector  of  the  computing  sciences  and 
their  applications — from  design  and  construction  of  computing  machinery 
to  the  use  of  computers  in  scientific  investigation,  industrial  control, 
management  data  processing  and  the  humanities.

CHICAGO  --  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  Kresge  Foundation,  Detroit 
Michigan,  has  authorized  a  grant  of  $50,000  to  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  Dr,  John  T«  Rettaliata,  I IT  president. 

The  grant,  to  assist  in  the  construction  of  new  bio] 
laboratories  in  the  Life  Sciences  Building  currently  nearing  completion 
on  the  I IT  campus,  was  conditional  upon  the  balance  of  the  required 
funds  being  provided  from  other  sources  to  finance  the  new  $3,200,000 
building,  according  to  Amos  P.  Gregory,  secretary  of  the  Kresge  Foundation 

The  Life  Sciences  Building,  which  will  be  open  for  the  1966  Fall 
semester,  was  designed  by  the  architectural  firm  of  Skidmore,  Owings 
and  Merrill  in  harmony  with  the  master  plan  for  I IT'S  campus  drawn  up 
by  Mies  van  der  Rohe ,   A  four-level  structure  on  the  corner  of  31st 
and  State  Streets,  it  will  house  the  departments  of  biology,  psychology 
and  education,  business  and  economics,  and  language,  literature  and 
philosophy,   Under  the  provisions  of  I IT'S  development  plan,  however, 
the  departments  of  business  and  economics  and  language,  literature 
and  philosophy  will  eventually  be  transferred  to  another  new  campus 
building,   The  Life  Sciences  Building  will  then  be  entirely  occupied  by 
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the  department  of  psychology  and  education  and  the  department  of 

biology  with  their  related  research  centers, 

Built  of  a  steel  frame  with  brick  and  glass  curtain  walls,  the 
building  has  among  its  unusual  features  an  anechoic  (echoless)  chamber; 
a  250  seat  auditorium  which  can  be  divided  into  three  separate  teaching 
areai- ;  a  psychological  testing  center  with  a  private  entrance  and  a 
children's  therapy  room;  a  laboratory  for  animal  study  including  dark, 
cold  and  instrument  rooms;  and  two  domed  rooms  to  be  used  for  studies 
of  loss  of  orientation, 

The  anechoic  chamber  will  be  suspended  in  the  air  in  order  to 
facilitate  sound  experiments,  with  special  wells  insulating  this 
chamber  from  the  building's  elevators. 

The  Life  Sciences  Building  is  one  of  eight  new  buildings  being 
constructed  in  the  course  of  IIT's  current  development  program.   A 
$825,000  dormitory  and  food  service  addition  has  been  completed   Two 
additional  dormitories  costing  $1,500;, 000  and  a  $2,000,000  swimming 
pool  and  gymnasium  (Arthur  Keating  Hall)  are  now  under  construction; 
and  a  $2  800,000  physics-chemistry  building  and  two  engineering  buildings 
costing  a  total  of  $5,500,000  are  planned  for 
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May  27,  1966
